Companies, and of the Amount Subscribed and Paid up on the Shares of 
such Companies, and of the Tenants to whom such Estates have been 
Sold; and of the Names of the former Occupants of such Estates, and of 
the Rents received since the Treasury Advances were made, and of the 
Amount of Rents Outstanding. 


The Irish Land Purchase and Settlement Company (Limited: is the only 
company to which advances have been made by the Irish Lund Commission for 
the purchase of estates under the “ Tramways and Public Companies (Ireland) 
Act, 1883.” The amount advanced to this company is 42,300 l. 

In June 1884 the above-named company purchased in the Landed Estates 
Couit in the matter of the estate of John James Bodkin, owner and petitioner, 
the estate known as the Kilclooney Estate. The property consists of 
2,76/ a. 2 r. 12 p., and is situate in the barony of Dunmore and county of 
Galway. 

The purchase money was 43,300 l. 

At the time of the purchase there were 6/ tenants on the rental, principally 
tenants from year to year. The rental states that the greater portion of the 
estate is let for grazing purposes only. The estate is held in fee, the only out- 
going being 60/. for tithe rent-charge. 

In the First Schedule hereto is a list of the tenants on the rental at the time 
of the sale to the company.

The capital of the company is 250,000 l, in 1 1. shares. 

In the month of August 1884, Messrs. Dillon & Co., solicitors for the 
purchasers, wrote in answer to inquiries on the subject from the Commissioners, 
“ that there are at present 86/ (eight hundred and sixty-seven) shareholders.” 

“2. That 11,342 (eleven thousand three hundred and fortv-two) shares have 
been subscribed for.” 

“3. That a sum of 2,838 l. has been paid on foot of 5 s. per share, payable 
on application ; 1,56/ l. 15 s. on foot of 5 s. per share on allotment, 129 /. 15 s. 
in advance of first call, and a like sum of 129/. 15 s. in advance of second 
call.” 

The Commissioners cannoi say whether any additional capital has been 
subscribed. 

The Commissioners have not as yet made any advances to the tenants to 
enable them to purchase their holdings. 

A number of agreements for sales between the company and the tenants have 
been entered into, and applications for advances have been made to the Com - 
missioners, which applications are at present under consideration.

The Commissioners have no information as to what rents the company have 
received, or of the amount of rent outstanding.
